New Delhi , the 1th October 1966 

G.S.R- 1573. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 172 read with 
section 457 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) and In supersession 
of all the existing rules on the subject, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules, namely: — 

1. Short title, Commencement and application. — (1) These rules may be called 
the Merchant Shipping (Medicines, Medical Stores and Appliances) Rules, 1966. 

(2) They shall come into- force at once. 

(3) They shall apply to all foreign-going Indian ships and all home-trade 
Indian ships of two hundred tons gross or more but shall not apply to unberthed 
passenger ships or pilgrim ships. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires; — 

(a) "Act” means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1968); 

(b) “Medical Officer” means a person possessing a degree in medicine and 

surgery of any recognised University and enrolled as a Medical 
Practitioner on the register of the JVTeciical Council of any State and 
also holds a valid licence issued by the Health Officer of the port of 
departure of the ship in the form prescribed under the Merchant 
Shipping (Carriage of Medical Officers) Rules, 1961. 

(c) ‘official pharmacopoeia” means the Indian Pharmacopoeia (I.P.), the 

National , Formulary of India (N.F.I.), or the British Pharmaceutic 
Code (B.P.C.); 

(d) “port health officer” means any person appointed by the Central Gov- 

ernment either by name or by virtue of his office, to be the Health 

Officer of a port and includes — 

(i) an additional, deputy or assistant port health officer, or any officer 
appointed by the Central Government, either by name or by virtue 
of his office, to perform any of the duties of a health officer of a 
port; 
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(II) a person appointed by the Central Government under sub-section (3) 
of section 172 of the Act to inspect the medicines, medical stores 
and appliances with which a ship is required to be provided; 

<e) “Schedule" means a Schedule to these rules. 

3. Scales of Medicines etc. — '(1) Every foreign-going ship required to carry a 
medical officer In accordance with the provisions of section 173 of the Act shall 
have on board medicines, medioal stores and appliances In accordance with the 
scale laid down in Schedule 1. 

(2) Every Indian ship, other than a ship to which sub-rules (1) and (3) apply, 
shall have on board medicines, medical stores and appliances in accordance with 
the scale laid down in Schedule II. 

(3) Every home-trade ship performing voyages during which she remains at 
sea for less than 24 hours shall have on board medicines, medical stores and 
appliances In accordance with the scale laid down in Schedule III. 

4. Standard of Medicines and Medical Stores. — ( 1 ) All such medicines and 
medical stores shall conform to the special requirements indicated against them 
in Schedules I, II and III and shall also conform to the specifications laid down in 
the current issue of the official pharmacopoeia applicable in each case.. 

5. Labels. — (1) All labels on containers or wrapping shall be rendered resistant 
to moisture by the use of an efficient label varnish or by some other suitable means. 

(2) All labels^ shall indicate — 

(a) both the English and the full Latin name of the preparation as given 

In .the official pharmacopoeias; and 

(b) the prescribed maximum and minimum doses, 

(3) Each preparation shall also have a label showing thereon the iiame and 
address of the supplier. 

(4) The articles ta be used externally only, shall have on the container or 
wrapping, a label bearing the words “lor external use only". 

6. Poisons. — (1) Evefy medicine indicated by ‘(P) in Schedules I, II and III 
shall have on its container or wrapping a label with the word "Poison" printed 
thereon in capital letters either in red lettering or on a red background. 

(2) All such medicines shall be kept under lock and key in a separate cabinet 
and the key of the cabinet shall be kept in the charge of the Medical Officer, 
where such officer is on board, or otherwise in the charge of the master of the ship. 

7. Inspection of Medicines, etc. by Port Health Officer. — ( 1 ) The medicines, 
medical stores and appliances on board a ship shall be inspected at least once 
In twelve months by the Port Health Officer. 

(2) If the Port Health Officer Is satisfied that the provisions of these rules 
have been complied with, he shall give to the master of the ship a certificate in 
the form set out in Schedule IV. 

8. Substitutes, — If any particular item of medicine or medical store in Schedules 
I, II or III is not available, a substance having closely similar pharmacological 
action or, in the case of prescribed preparations or formulations, similar prepara- 
tions or formulations which comply with the standards laid down therefor in 
official pharmacopoeia, may be substituted after obtaining the sanction of thb Port 
Health Officer. 

9. Exemptions.— (1) The Central Government may, by order in writing and 
upon such conditions, if any, as it may think fit to impose and for reasbns to be 
recorded, exempt any ship from carrying on board any particular Item required 
lay these rules to be carried thereon.

Specification of Disinfectants and Antiseptics for Ships 

1, DISINFECTANTS. 

The disinfectant shall conform to the following specification: 

(1) General Description. — The disinfectant shall be a white fluid and shall be 
a finally dispersed, stabilized emulsion containing coal-tar acid or other phenolic 
bodies, with or without hydrocarbons. 

(2) Germicidal Value and the Method of its Determination. — The germicidal 
value shall be not less than 1'7 when determined by the modified Chick-Martin 
method as laid down by the British Standards Specification No. 808 of 1938. 

(,3) Stalibity before dilution.— On standing for three months at ordinary 
temperatures (5°C to 30 °C) the disinfectant fluid shall not precipitate nor show 
separation of more than traces of oil. A creamed fluid which can be rendered 
homogeneous by gentle mixing Is permissible. 

Ml Stability after Dilution. — The disinfectant fluid shall be miscible with 
distilled water and artificial seawater [27 grammes of sodium chloride and 
5 grammes of crystalline magnesium sulphate ( M g S0 4 7H a O ) dissolved In 
and made up to 1,000 ml. with distilled water and filtered before use] In all pro- 
portions from one to five per cent, inclusive, to give a stable emulsion which 
shall not break nor show more than traces of separation of either top or bottom 
oil, when maintained at 18— 22 °C for six hours. When examining the disinfectant 
under this sub-paragraph, the sample and diluent shall each be brought to the 
specified temperatures before mixing, which shall be performed by pouring the 
former into the latter from a cylinder. 

(5) Odour and Corrosive Action. — The fluid shall be free from objectionable 
smell and, when used as directed, shall have no more corrosive action on metals 
than that occasioned by the water employed as a diluent. 

(6) Packaging, where no container is specified on the tender form, the fluid 
shall be packaged in containers capable of being stored under normal condition* 
for six months without deleterious interaction between the fluid and the container- 

17) Labelling. — The containers shall be labelled to show the name and nature 
of the contents and with full Instructions for use for various purposes. The 
dilutions recommended in the instructions shall be suitable for the purposes 
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specified. The labels shall be rendered resistant to moisture either by the use of 
an efficient label varnish which must cover the label and overlap the edges or 
by some alternative method the effect of which is not inferior to varnishing. 

2. ANTISEPTICS— 

The antiseptic shall conform to the following specification: — 

(1) General Description . — The antiseptic shall consist of a homogeneous . solution, 
or emulsion of a phenol, chlorocresol, p-chloro-m-xylenol or any other germicidal 
substance that may be approved by the Central Government, dissolved in a 
suitable solvent. 

(2) Germicidal Value.— The germicidal value shall be not less than 3 when, 
determined by the Rideal Walker method as laid down by the British Standards: 
specification No. 541 of 1934, 

(3) Stability of Dilution . — The antiseptic shall not show any separation after 
six hours when mixed, in all proportion from one to four per cent, inclusive, in 
waters of all degrees of hardness upto the equivalent of 300 parts calcium carbo- 
nate per million. These mixtures shall not break or precipitate In less than ff 
hours at 22 °C and 37 °C. 

(4) Labelling . — The containers shall be labelled to show the name and nature 
of the contents and with full instructions for use for various purposes. The 
dilutions recommended in the instructions shall be suitable for the purposes 
specified. The labels shall be rendered resistant to moisture either by the use 
of an efficient label' varnish which must cover the label and overlap the edges or 
by some alternative method the effect ,of which is not inferior to varnishing.

(2) The DDT and gamma BHC used for the formulation of the products shall 
contain not less than 70 per cent, of the p.p.-insomer and not less than 90 per cent, 
of the pure gamma isomer, respectively. 

(3) The concentrated form of the insecticide shall have a flash point above 
2G-7°C. and when prepared in a form suitable for spraying, it shall be non- 
inflammable and leave no residual odour or unsightly deposit. It shall have no 
undue deleterious effect upon metal finishes, fabrics and plastics with which It 
may come into contact. Full instructions for dilution to give the appropriate 
concentration stated above shall be printed on the label ol the container. The 
insecticide shall be carried in containers of a capacity not greater than 500 ml. 
effectively sealed so that they will remain airtight and watertight under all 
conditions. The containers snail be packed In sawdust or thick corrugated paper 
In wooden cases. Storage shall be away from living accommodation. 

2. Sprat 1 for use with the Liquid Insecticide. — A soundly constructed all brass 
atomiser of a type suitable for spraying walls and other surfaces, the body being- 
made from 22 G brass with a capacity of approximately 1 litre. The nozzle, which 
shall have an aperture of 0'8 mms, diameter, shall be of an uncloggable type or 
alternatively, a type which, when clogged, is rapidly cleared by a needle or some 
other method. The atomiser should be of the continuous pressure type and no parts 
coming into contact with the solution should be made of rubber or leather. 

3. Insecticide Powder. — (1) This shall be suitable for application to the body of 
clothing of infested persons hut capable of being used also as a general in'-ectieide. 
It shall consist of a fine powder containing not less than 5 per cent. Of 2‘2-di- 
(p-chlor opheny 1 ) -1 : T. 1 -trichloroethanre (DDT) or not less than 0'5 per cent, of the 
gamma isomer of benzene hexachloride (gamma BHC) in a neutral non-hygroscopic 
Inter base. 
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(2) The DDT and gamma used lor the formulation of the products must 
contain not less than 70 per cent of the p-p-isomer and not less than 90 per cent 
■of the pure gamma isomer, respectively. 

Appendix 'D’ 

Specification of Oxygen Therapy Equipment for use on Board Ships 

1. Three disposable oxygen inhalers of plastic material. 

2. One manometer type oxygen Flowmeter. 

3. One fine adjustment valve with oxygen pressure gauge, bullnosed fitting. 

4. 2. m, Rubber tubing, 

3 One Oxygen Universal cylinder key which provides a lever for tightening 
fly-nut of bull nosed valve unions and spanners for the union nuts of fine adjust- 
ment valves, also gland nuts of bull nose type oxygen cylinder valves, chromium 
finish. 

0. The above equipment shall be contained in a hardwood carrying case 
including simple instructions In use of equipment. 


Appendix ‘E’ 

Specification of Chloride of Lime for the Treatment of Drinking Water in Ship 

1. The chloride of lime shall contain hot less than 24 per cent and not -more 
rthan 2 8 per cent, available chlorine. It shall also contain not less than 14 per cent, 
of free quick lime (caO), 

2. The total water existing in all forms, consisting largely if not entirely, of 
the water in combination in the form of calcium hydroxide, shall not exceed 
"7 m S per cent. 

3. The chloride of lime shall be of such stability that after passing four weeks 

in an over kept at 60°C (± 1“C) the percentage of available chlorine shall not 

■ decrease more than 2. 

4. The chloride of Ume shall be put up in 100 g. tins, the date of issue by the 
manufacturer being stamped on the base of each tin, 

!>. Each tin shall contain a measure, made of a material resistant to chlorine, to 
contain 5 g. of the powder, when full, i.e. sufficient to chlorinate approximately 
1 136 litres of water. 

G. Each tin and contents (except the measure, which may be used again) 
whether partially used or not, shall be renewed within one year following the date 
stamped on the tin. 


Appendix ‘F’ 

Specification of Burn and Wound Dressing Paraffin Gauze Dressing ( BPC ) 

Each dressing shall measure approximately 8-5 cm.X8'5 cm. and shall be 
packed In an Individual envelope (the dimensions of which shall be not greater 
than 14 cm. square) in such a manner as to allow it to retain its even impregna- 
tion. The envelope shall be made of a suitable material, preferably not more than 
20 thousand of a cm. thick shall be impermeable to moisture, free from pin holes 
and also be grease-proof. The envelope shall be hermetically sealed and remain 
so under all conditions of sea transport. Thirty-six envelopes shall be packed in 
a suitable carton appropriately labelled, giving detailed instructions for use. 

Appendix ‘G’ 

Specification of a Tubular Steel Pattern Stretcher 

The stretcher shall be of the general shape shown on the following sketch and 
shall be formed of canvas suitably lashed to a metal frame of 2'54 cm, diameter 
tabular steel. The flame shall be fitted with four metal lugs welded on, one at 
teach end and one at the middle of each side as shown In the sketch.

Draft Rule s 

1 Short title and application. — (1) These rules may be called the Paradip* 
Port Harbour Craft Rules, 1966 

(2) They shall apply to the Poit of Paradip 

2 Definitions — In these rules, unless the context otheiwise requires 

■(a) “Deputy Port Conservator” means the Deputy Poit Conservator, 
Paradip Port, 

(b) “Form’ means a form appended to these rules, 

(c) “Haibour Craft” means anv catamaran plying for hire, or any llat or 

cargo, passenger or other boat plying whethei for hire or not and 
whether power driven or not and whether plying regularly or only 
occasionally, or partly wjthm and partly without the Port, 

(d) “Innei Harbour” means that part of the poit which lies North, North- 

East and North-West of Co ordinate 4-2 and includes the Turning 
Basin, Ore Berth Arm and anv future Arm Di edged and developed 
from time to time, 

(c) “licensed haibour craft means any harbour craft licensed under these 
rules, 

(f) “motor boat’’ means any power-driven harbour craft propelled wholly 

or in part by any foim of electrical or mechanical power othei than, 
steam. 

(g) “Outei Harbour" means that part of the Approach and Entrance 

Channels which lies between Co-ordinate 4-2 and Co-ordinate — 40, 

(h) “owner” used m relation to harbour craft includes any part owner, 

agent or mortgage in possession thereof, 

(l) “port’ means the port of Paradip, 

(j) “roads” means that part of the port which lies to seaward of the line 

diawn across the Approach channel at Co-ordmate —1200, 

(k) "servant” used in relation to owner includes the tindal or any boatman; 

(l) “steam-boat” means any harbour craft propelled wholly or in part by- 

steam power; 

(m) “tindal” includes any person in charge of a harbour craft 


3 Harbour Craft to be Licensed. — No person shall, whether as owner, tindal 
or servant use any harbour craft to carry goods or passengers to or from any 
vesst l at the port or from place to place within the port unless the harbour cra.it 
has been duly licensed under these rules, A harbour craft licensed to ply between 
ship and shoie may also ply from place to place within the port without a 
separate licence 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall apply to- 
la) any boat forming pait of the equipment of a ship or a steamer, 

(b) any harbour craft maintained solely for purposes of pleasuic 
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Provided further that the Deputy Port Conservator may, if he thinks fit, with- 
draw the exemption in respect of any such boat or harbour craft as is referred 
to in clause (a) or clause (b) above. 

4. Licensing- of Harbour Craft. — (1) Every application for the licensing of a 
harbour craft under rjule 3 shall be made to the Deputy Port Conservator in 
writing and shall contain the following particulars: — 

(a) the owner’s name and address in full and if the owner is a minor, the 

name and address of his guardian also; 

(b) the name and address of the agent, if any, duly authorised by the 

owner to act on his behalf; 

(c) the name of the tindal whom the owner proposes to place in charge of 

the harbour craffT and 

(d) the nature of the licence required, that is to say whether it is required 

for a passenger boat or for a cargo boat, or for both. 

(2) On receiving an application for licence under sub-rule (1), the Deputy 
Port Conservator shall survey and measure the harbour craft, or cause it to be 
surveyed and measured in the presence of the owner or any person duly appoint- 
ed for the pulpose by such owner, and grant a licence in Form A, on being 
satisfied that the craft is seaworthy and fit for service at the port, or upon the 
production of a certificate in writing from the officer who surveyed the craft 
certifying: — 

(a) that such craft is seaworthy, properly equipped and Suited for the pur- 

pose for which the licence is required; 

(b) the number of passengers that such craft is capable of carrying under 

all conditions; 

(c) the number of crew required for the safe navigation of such craft; 

(d) 1 that the equipment of such craft is in good order and condition. 

(3) For purpose of the survey and measurement prescribed in sub-rule (2), 
the owner shall cause the harbour craft to be brought. to such place as the Deputy 
Port Conservator may appoint. 

(4) Subject to the provisions of these rules, all licences in Form A shbll be 
issued for the financial year ending on the 31st March. 

5. Minor or Female Owners. — -If the owner of a harbour craft is a minor, the 
licence may ne obtained by the guardian of the minor. If the owner is a woman, 
who according to the custom of the country does not appear in public, the licence 
may be detained on her behalf by her duly authorised agent. In such cases- the 
guardian or the agent shall be deemed to be the owner for the purposes of these 
rules. 

6. Licence Rules, etc., to be produced when demanded. — ( 1 ) The licence of 
■every harbour craft shall be kept in the possession of the tindal who shall pro- 
duce the licence whenever called upon to do so by the Deputy Port Conservator 
or by any person duly authorised by the Deputy Port Conservator .in that behalf. 

(2) A copy of these rules and of any written directions issued by the Deputy 
Port Conservator for carrying the same into effect shall alio be furnished by the 
owner to the tindal who shall, on demand, show them to any consigner or 
passenger by such harbour craft, The owner shall be responsible for ensuring 
that the tindal understands the said rules and directions by obtaining a declara- 
tion from him to that effect and foe producing such declaration whenever 
required by the Deputy Port Conservator. 

7. Distinctive Numbering of Licensed Harbour Craft. — The owner of a licensed 

harbour craft shall paint or cause to be painted upon a black ground, in white 
or upon a light ground in black. English and Hindi figures not less than six 
inches in length, on a conspicuous part of the bow of such harbour craft on one 
side, and of the quarter on the other, the number of the harbour craft as men- 
tioned in the licence. 

(2) No person shall paint or cause to be painted or counterfeited upon any 
irarbour craft not duly licensed under rule 4, any such number as aforesaid or 
nny other mark likely to induce the belief that such harbour craft has been so 
licensed. 
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8. Change of Ownership or Control of Licensed Harbour Craft. — When the 

holder of a licence in Form A transfers the ownership of the harbour craft to 
another person, the licence shall cease to be valid on the expiry of six days from 
the date of such transfer; and where such holder mortgages the harbour craft 
to, or places it under the control of another person, the licence shall cease to 
be valid on the expiry of six days from the date of such transfer unless an 
endorsement on the licence is made by the Deputy Port Conservator, that not- 
withstanding such transfer, the licence shall continue to be valid. 

9. Changes In Crew or Carrying Capacity of Licensed Harbour Craft to bev 
Reported. — Whenever the tindal of any licensed harbour craft is changed, or any 
alteration in such craft is made so as to affect any of the particulars contained 
in the licence granted to it, such change or alteration shall forthwith be reported 
bv its owner to the Deputy Port Conservator; Provided that, if such change or 
alteration takes place at a time when the harbour craft is away from the port, 
it may be reported immediately on the return of the harbour craft to the port. 
In the case of change of tindal or of any alteration in the harbour craft not affect- 
ing its carrying capacity the harbour craft shall not ply until such report is 
made, and in the case of change of tindal until the tindal has also been produced 
before the Deputy Port Conservator. On such report or on such report and 
production, as the case may be, the Deputy Port Conservator shall amend the 
original licence held by the owner and in case of change of tindal, the register 
kept under rule 10. 

In the case of any alteration in the harbour craft affecting Its carrying capa- 
city, the original licence held by the owner shall be cancelled and a fresh licence 
issued by the Deputy Port Conservator after the craft has been remeasured, and 
the harbour craft shall not ply until such fresh licence has been issued. 

10. Registration of Tlndals. — (1) At the time of licensing of any harbour craft 
under rule 3, the name of . its tindal as entered in the licence and other particu- 
lars relating to him shall be entered in a register which shall be kept by the 
Deputy Port Conservator in Form B. 

( 2 ) Every year in the month of March on a date to be fixed by the Deputy 
Port Conservator the owner of every licensed harbour craft shall produce before 
the Deputy Port Conservator the tindal of the harbour craft for verifying the 
correctness of the entries in the Register, 

Provided that if such harbour craft is away from the port on the date so 
fixed, the owner shall produce the tindal within 24 hours after its return. 

(3) No person shall be employed or registered as a tindal of a licenced harbour 
craft if he — 

(a) is not a certificated officer qualified to .be the master or engineer of 

such harbour craft in accordance with rule 2p; 

(b) is iu the opinion of the Deputy Port Conservator unaccustomed to the 

use of such harbour craft or otherwise inefficient. 

1 1 . Annual and Special Inspection off Licensed Harbour Craft and Crew. — On 
or before the expiry of the licence, the owner of every licenced harbour craft 
shall produce it together with its licence for inspection to the Deputy Port "Con- 
servator at such place as he may appoint for the purpose. In addition to such 
inspection, special or partial inspections may be held by the Deputy Port Conser- 
vator or by any person duly authorised by him at such times a's the Deputy 
Port Conservator may consider necessary. At all inspections under this rule, 
each harbour craft shall have its full complement of crew and equipment. 

12. Repairs of Licensed Harbour Craft Ordered for Inspection. — (1) The owner 

of every licensed harbour craft shall execute such repairs thereto as the inspect- 
ing officer may direct in order to render it efficient, and no owner or their person 
shall use any such harbour craft or cause or permit it to be used until such 
repairs have been duly executed and the Deputy Port Conservator has granted 
permission for its use. For the purpose of such repairs, the owner shall cause 
the harbour craft to be hauled up only to such place "or places on the foreahfire 
as the Deputy Port Conservator may from time to time direct. 

(2) All major repairs to the boiler, machinery or hull of a licenced harbour 
craft shall be carried out under the supervision of an Engineer and Ship 
Surveyor, appointed by the Deputy Port Conservator. The Master, owner or 
owners of such craft shall before the commencement of the repairs, pay the 
Deputy Port Conservator a sum sufficient to .cover the fees and other expenses 
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of such Engineer and Ship Surveyor. For the purpose of this sub-rule, the deci- 
sion of the Deputy Port Conservator as to whether a particular work should be 
regarded as a major repair or not shall be final. 

(3) The fees referred to in sub-rule (2) shall be calculated on the following

(4) The expenses referred to in sub-role 12) shall be determined in accordance 
with the general or specific instructions of the Central Government in this behalf. 

13. Control of Working of Licensed Harbour Craft. — (1) The owner of every 
licensed harbour craft shall provide with such full complement of crew and with 
such equipment as may be determined by the Deputy Port Conservator and 
entered in the licence. The tindal of the harbour craft shall not have on board 
more or less than the number of the crew prescribed in the licence for fine or 
rough weather according as the harbour craft plies in fine or rough weather and 
shall not carry passengers or goods in excess of the number or quantity entered 
in the licence for the harbour craft. 

(2) Every licensed harbour craft plying within the port shall carry such 
number of life buoys as may be considered reasonable by the Deputy Port 
Conservator and of a type approved by him, Every such harbour craft shall 
carry in addition, such buoyant apparatus as may be considered necessary by 
the Deputy Port Conservator, 

All buoys and buoyant apparatus carried in pursuance of this rule shall be 
stowed to the satisfaction of .the Deputy Port Conservator and so as to be readily 
accessible to the persons on board, 

(3) Every harbour craft licensed for the carriage of passengers shall be so 
fitted that sufficient seating space is available for each passenger and awnings 
and side weather screen shall also be provided, where necessary to give protec- 
tion to passengers from sun and weather respectively: 

(4) The Deputy Port Conservator shall exercise his discretion in fixing the 
number of crew required in a licensed harbour craft plying within the port and 
carrying passengers. 

(5) Where the owner of a licensed harbour craft does not desire to carry the 
full complement of passengers, or is not prepared, or considers it impracticable- 
to carry the prescribed life saving appliances, the Deputy Port Conservator may 
endorse the licence to the effect that the number, of passengers is limited accord- 
ingly. 


14. Obstructing Port Traffic. — (1) No tindal or any member of the crew serving 
in any licensed harbour craft shall without valid reasons, obstiuet or hinder the 
leading discharging or service of such harbour craft, or of any other licensed 
harbour craft, or obstruct or hinder any vessel working in the port. 
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(2) No tindal shall permit any licensed harbour craft in his charge to obstruct 
the free navigation of the port or the approaches to wharves or jetties— 

15. Observing 0 f the Regulations for preventing collision at Sea, 11)60— All 

licensed harbour crafts, when under way, sha'l observe the Regulations tor pre- 
venting Collision at Sea, I960, 

16. Refusal to ply without Lawful Excuse.— If the owner or the tindal in 
charge of a licensed harbour craft plying regularly for hire refuses to allow such 
ha. Dour craft to ply for hire when required to do so, without reasonable excuse, 
of which the Deputy Port Conservator shall, subject to the appeal provided in 
rule 27, be the sole judge, the -licence of such harbour craft shall be liable to be 
revoked 

17. Working of the Licensed Harbour Craft at Night and in bad weather.— 

(a) No licensed harbour craft shall ply in the outer road — 

(i) Ijetween the hours of 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. without the previous permission 

of the Deputy Port Conservator, 

(ii) when a storm warning signal indicating bad weather or high seas is 

displayed from the port flagstaff. 

fb) When the signal referred to in sUb-clause (ii) of clause (a) is hoisted at 
the port flagstaff, all harbour craft playing in the outer roads shall return to the 
Tuner harbour at once and shall not proceed again to the outer roads without the 
special permission of the Deputy Port Conservator until the signal is hauled 
down. 

18. Permissible loading of licensed harbour craft In fine and rough weather. — 

(1) No person shall load a licensed harbour-craft with passengers or with 
animals or other cargo in contravention of the terms of its licence. 

(2) No tindal of any licensed harbour craft shall permit any ammal to be 
loaded in it, unless the harbour craft has been provided with sand ballast or 
straw sufficient to form a flat floor and unless such other requirements as may 
be imposed by the Deputy Port Conservator in respect of the harbour craft, have 
been complied with. 

(3) Where animals are carried in a licensed harbour craft, no other cargo or 
passenger shall be carried therein. 

(4) Passengers and cargo other than animals may be carried at the same 
time only in a licensed harbour craft propelled by mechanical or electrical power. 

19. Power of tindal to prevent overloading. — Whenever the number of passen- 
gers or the quantity of cargo in a licensed harbour craft exceeds the number or 
quantity entered in the license, the tindal shall, before starting from the vessel 
or from the shore, require aqy passenger to leave the harbour craft or any con- 
signee, or shipping or landing agent concerned to remove from the harbour 
craft the whole or any part or the cargo. 

20. Attention to certain signals required of tlndals. — The owner of every 
licensed harbour craft shall instruct the tindal of such harbour craft to pay 
immediate attention to the harbour craft master flag, square blue flag with four 
paraPel red bars running crosswise which will be displayed on the port flag-staff 
when the Deputy Port Conservator desires to carry out an inspection under rule 
11 ’. 


21. Licensed harbour craft not to Interfere with mooring or approaching 
vessels before they anchor. — No person in charge of or navigating any licensed 
harbour craft shall attempt to make such harbour craft fast to any mooring or 
mark buoy, or take it alongside of a vessel approaching an anchorage or mooring 
before such vessel has come to anchor or been moored to a buoy. 

22. Fishing boats not to be allowed near a cargo boat or alongside vessel. — - 

(1) No person in charge of or navigating a licensed cargo boat shall allow n 
fishing boat to be within ten yards of her when such cargo boat is plying bet- 
ween a vessel and the shore. 

(2) No person in charge of or navigating a fishing boat shall allow it to go 
alongside a vessel while discharge or shipping of cargo is proceeding. 

(3) If any licensed harbour craft is found by the Deputy Port Conservator to 
have contravened the provisions of sub-rule (1) or (2), the Deputy Port Conser- 
vator may — 

(a) cancel the license issued In respect of the harbour craft; 
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(b) direct that the tindal at fault shall not be employed in any capacity 
in any licensed harbour craft and that his name shall be removed 
from the Register of Tindals; Next time and if any owner employs 
any such tindal contrary to the Deputy Port Conservator’s direc- 
tions under clause (b), the Deputy Port Conservator may cancel all 
or any of the licenses held by the owiier. 

23. Landing- and shipping of passengers and goods to be within the port. — 
All passengers and goods shall be landed or shipped in such places within 
the limits of the port as the Port Conservator may appoint and no person, shall 
ship or land passengers or goods outside such "place unless the sanction of the 
Port and officers of customs at the port has been previously obtained. 

24. Rates of harbour craft hire. — No owner, tindal or any member of the 
crew of a licensed harbour craft licensed to carry passengers for hire and no 
person deputed by the owner of such harbour craft, shall demand from any 
passenger a rate of hire exceeding that sanctioned by the Central Government 
and no owner, tindal pr member of the crew of such harbour craft shall demand 
or accept any gratuity or present from any passenger during the course of its trip 
between any vessel and the shore or from place to place whether within or without 
the port. 

26. Prohibition of employment of convicted tindals, etc. — If any tindal or 
any member of the crew of a licensed harbour craft is convicted for a breach 
of any of these rules, the owner of the harbour craft shall, on being required 
so to do by the Deputy Port Conservator, dismiss such tindal or member of the 
crew from his employment. 

26. Revocation of licences. — If, in the opinion of the Deputy Port Conservator, 
the owner of any licensed harbour craft has contravened any of the provisions 
of these rules, the Deputy Port Conservator, may, without prejudice to arfy other 
action that may be taken against such owner in respect of the contravention, 
cancel all or any of the licences held by the owner. 

27. Appeal from Deputy Port Conservator’s decision. — An appeal shall lie 
from any decision of the Deputy Port Conservator under these rules, to the 
Conservator of the port. Such appeal shall be preferred in writing within seven 
days from the date on which the decision of the Deputy Port Conservator appealed 
against has been communicated in writing to the narty or parties concerned, and 
the decision of the Conservator thereon shall be final. 

28. Fees. — The following fees shall be leviable for survey, registration, 
licensing and inspection of boats, catamarans, and power driven craft, plying 
for hire.

G.S.R. 1675. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution and in supersession of the Soil Conservation Research Demons- 
tration and Training Centres (Class III and IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1961, the 
President hereby makes the /allowing rules regulating the method of recruitment 
of persons to certain Class III and IV posts in the Soil Conservation, Research 
Demonstration and Training Centres under the Department of Agriculture, Minis- 
try of Food, Agriculture, Community Development and Cooperation, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Soil Con- 
servation Research Demonstration and Training Centres (Class III and IV posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 1966. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date, of their publication in the official 
Gazette, 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 2 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Classification and scale of Pay. — The classification of the said posts and the 
scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 3 and 4 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other (nullifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications for recruitment and other 
matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 -to 11 of the Schedule 
aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit, prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
from time to time, by the Central Government. 

5. - Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case In which such marriage Is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the said posts; and 

(b) No' woman, whose marriage is void by reason of tho husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the said posts: — 

Provided that the Central Government may, ’if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Whero the Central Government Is of opinion that it is neces- 
sary or expedient to do, it may. by order, for reasons to be recorded In writing 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons.
